on  “The  Persistent  Earth." 

Special  music  was  rendered  by  the  Mississippi  Collegn 
Choir  under  direction  of  Prof.  E.  N.  Elsev. 

The  State  Mission  program  was  presented  in  a  most 
unique  way,  the  Convention  Board  members  themselves 

presenting  the  reports  instead  of 
jthe  Department  heads.

Directing  the  program  was  Dr. 
Chester  L  Quarles,  state  executive

The  Convention  Board  report 
j  was  presented  by  Rev  J.  R.  Dav¬ 
is.  New  Albany,  president. 

Scripture  was  read  by  Rev.  Dan 
Morton,  pastor.  Calvary  Church, 
Greenwood. 

The  feature  address  of  the  even¬ 
ing  was  delivered  by  Dr.  J  W. 
Storer,  president  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  and  pastor  of 
the  First  Baptist  Church,  Tulsa, 
Oklahoma. 

"Two  contrasting  forces.”  said 
Dr  Storer,  “possess  us.  Cal  a 
mood  of  despondency  as  cynicism 
,  and  (b)  a  mood  of  faith  and  cour- 
jage."  He  said  the  first  one  pos¬ 
sesses  a  great  portion  of  today’s 
period.  “And,"  he  continued, 
“there  is  much  to  be  said  that  en¬ 
courages  such  a  mood.” 

He  cited  the  fact  that  enemies 
mne  years  ago  are  being  courted 
as  allies  today.  Other  favoring  fact¬ 
ors  are  excavations  revealing  civi¬ 
lization  reaching  their  heights  and 
becoming  forgotten  rubble  ” 

On  the  optimistic  side  he  ns- 
mi tided  that  if  erii  and  pessimism 
be  persistent,  so  m  God. 

Continuing  Dr.  Storer  stressed 
the  note  of  confidence  saying:

Shown  above  is  Dr.  Chester  L.  Quarles.  Executive  Secretary 
of  the  Mississippi  Baptist  Convention  Board,  presenting  to  Dr  D.  M. 
Nelson.  Mississippi  College  president,  a  cheek  for  $30  000  Accord¬ 
ing  to  Convention  action,  up  to  $150,000  above  the  regular  budget 
of  $1,250,000  (for  the  Convention  year)  was  to  go  to  the  capital  needs 
of  the  four  colleges  supported  by  Mississippi  Baptists.  The  amount 
received  was  slightly  more  than  $150,000  more  than  the  budget  and 
Dr  Quarles  presented  Mississippi  College's  share  during  chapel 
exercises  a  few  days  ago. 

This  is  in  addition  to  the  $96  462  11  which  Mississippi  College 
received  through  the  regular  percentage  distribution  of  the  Cooper¬ 
ative  Program  funds.  Othere  colleges  benefiting  from  the  capital 
needs  budget  and  the  amount  they  receive  are:  Clarke  College 
$40,000;  Wililam  Carey  College,  $20,000;  and  Blue  Mountain  Col 
lege.  $30  000 


When  a  Baptist  church  begins 
debating  and  looking  up  parlia¬ 
mentary  law  it  usually  means  that 
it  has  turned  from  love  to  hate, 
and  from  good-will  to  strife. 

I  believe  I  would  Withdraw  torn 
a  church  if  I  could  not  accept  a 
majority  of  opinion.  You  may  not 
»Cree  with  K.  In  fact,  the  majority 
may  be  wrong,  often  is.  But  com¬ 
mon  sense,  democratic  experience 
and  the  scripture  indicate  that 
group  opinion  must  be  accepted  « 
the  Christian  community.  (See 
Matt.  1*15-17). 

The  pastor's  words,  “resist  the 
decision, ”  bothers  me.  W  he  meant 
that  the  individual  does  not  have 
the  right  to  lobby  and  work  up 
pressure  groups,  or  try  to  boll- 
done  by  fiery  speeches,  or  in 
some  way  threaten  the  church,  I 
agree  with  him  one  hundred  per 
cent  But  a  member  is  not  requir¬ 
ed  to  endorse,  or  support,  or  agree 
with  every  action  of  the  church. 

Usually  it  is  not  a  question  «f 
'rights”  in  a  Baptist  church.  We 
either  love  and  act  Christlike.  or 
we  do  not.  When  we  love  we  are 
bumble  enough  to  go  along  with 
the  majority.  Baptist  churches  op¬ 
erate  on  love  or  they  fail!

cation  Commission.  This  is  an  in¬ 
crease  of  12.7  per  cent  in  the 
twenty-one  junior  colleges  and  9.6 
per  cent  in  the  twenty-nine  senior 
colleges.  Enrolments  in  Southern 
Baptist  seminaries  increased  4.0 
per  cent,  while  thaw  of  the  aca¬ 
demies  and  Bible  Schools  combined 
decreased  4.5  per  cent. 

"It  is  safe  to  say  that  one  factor 
in  this  increase  of  enrolments  was 
the  first  annual  Convention -wide 
emphasis  on  Christian  education. 
April.  1954.”  Cornett  said.

Enon  (Clay)  Progresses 


Enon  Church  in  Clay  County  has 
made  considerable  progress  in  the 
tost  few  years.  Last  year  they 
painted  the  floors,  bought  rubber 
carpet-runners,  bought  Venetian 
blinds  for  the  auditorium,  buil: 
concrete  steps,  paid  for  a  Butane 
gas  system,  and  built  a  new  ceme¬ 
tery  fence  They  also  more  than 
doubled  the  number  of  subscrip¬ 
tions  to  the  Baptist  Record. 

Only  in  recent  years  has  the 
church  gone  from  quarter-time  to 
half  time  services,  and  in  doing  so 
tawe  increased  the  pastor's  salary 
from  $100  per  year  to  $960  per  year! 
The  84- member  church  (with  ap¬ 
proximately  32  active  members) 
has  voted  to  contribute  $150  to  the 
Cooperative  Progra  mnext  year. 

Pastor  W.  E.  Foster  is  a  native 
of  Cumberland  and  has  attended 
Mississippi  College  He  is  married 
and  the  father  of  two  children  He 
also  preaches  half-time  at  Mont¬ 
pelier  Church.

One  of  the  purposes  of  a  pas¬ 
tor’s  attendance  report  the  State 
Convention  m  that  of  returning  to 
his  church  or  church  field  and 
making  a  report. 

The  Haptist  Record  each  year 
urges  the  pastors  who  attend  to 
return  and  make  a  complete,  fac¬ 
tual  report  of  the  Convention  to 
his  church. 

In  most  cases  the  churches  send 
(heir  pastors  and  they  in  turn 
should  expect  a  report 

The  State  Convention  each  year 
is  one  of  the  most  im|K>rtant 
events  in  the  life  of  the  denomi- 
^-nation  and  it  is  well  for  the  mem¬ 
bership  of  the  churches  to  keep 
informed  of  what  is  done. 

Further  the  Convention  is  com¬ 
posed  of  messengers  from  the  va¬ 
rious  churches  and  the  churches 
are  thereby  deeply  concerned  with 
all  denominational  developments. 

The  Haptist  Record  of  course 
each  year  carries  a  complete  re¬ 
port  of  the  convention  but  that 
will  not  take  the  place  of  a  fresh, 
live  report  from  the  pastor  or  from 
other  messengers  who  may  have 
attended.

And  since  the  Royal 
Ambassadors  have  been  placed 
under  the  leadership  and  “watch- 
enre”  of  the  Brotherhood,  there 
are  thousands  of  boys,  too,  to  be 
enlisted  in  Kingdom  service.  What 
could  be  more  important  and  chal¬ 
lenging!  ‘"The  Kingdom  of  God 
waits  on  the  consummation  of  the 
task.

E<\itor  B.  H.  Duncan  of  the 
Arkansas  Baptist  quotes  a  messen¬ 
ger  to  their  last  State  Convention 
as  saying.  “I  think  a  reprimand 
is  in  order  for  any  and  all  preach¬ 
ers  who  ‘visited’  in  the  vestibule 
of  First  Baptist  Church  in  Little 
Rock  during  our  State  Conven¬ 
tion.  The  afternoon  session  of  the 
Convention  could  not  he  heard 
in  the  main  auditorium  because 
so  many  men  and  a  few  women 
didn’t  care  enough  about  the 
Lord’s  business  to  listen  to  the  re¬ 
ports.” 

We  have  heard  like  observa¬ 
tions  by  many  messengers  to  Mis¬ 
sissippi  State  Conventions.  It  is 
true  that  one  of  the  main  values 
of  our  State  Convention  is  the  fine 
opportunity  for  fellowship,  but 
the  time  for  fellowship  is  not  dur¬ 
ing  the  sessions  and  in  the  vesti¬ 
bule.  We  should  visit,  shake  hands, 
swap  experiences,  etc.,  between 
sessions  and  not  during  them. 

It  is  all  right  to  visit  and  fellow¬ 
ship,  but  do  it  between  sessions 
and  if  we  just  MUST  do  a  little 
visiting,  don’t  do  it  in  the  vesti¬ 


bule.  Often  we  have  been  disturb¬ 
ed  as  we  sat  in  some  rear  seat 
unable  to  hear  the  speaker  because 
so  many  speakers  were  competing 
with  him.  The  competitors  were 
in  the  vestibule  and  each  one  mak¬ 
ing  a  little  noise  totalled  a  lot  of 
noise.

SUBSTANTIAL  GIFTS 

Id  addition  k>  the  $30,000  check 
from  the  Mississippi  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention,  Blue  Mountain  College  is 
tc  receive  $10,000  from  the  G  M. 
A’  O.  railroad. 

The  gift  was  made  known  in  let¬ 
ters  from  President  H.  M  Hicks, 
of  the  G  M  AO.  Railroad  and  Boyd 
Campbell,  Jackson,  chairman  of 
the  Committee  of  Directors  of  the 
G.  M.  A  O.  —  Tigrett  Foundation. 
They  stated  that  at  a ,  meeting  of 
the  committee  m  St.  Louis  it  voted 
unanimously  to  make  a  contribu¬ 
tion  of  $10,000  to  Blue  Mountain 
College.  The  contribution  will  be 
made  on  the  condition  that  the  Col¬ 
lege  raise  from  other  sources  an 
additional  $40,000.  and  that  the 
total  90  raised  shall  be  used  for 
capital  or  endowment  purposes.

He  said,  "Senor  Mefford,  to* 
police  have  chased  as  from  house 
to  house.  .  .Whenever  we  go  to 
another  place  to  have  our  aervices, 
immediately  the  poboe  know 
about  it,  and  they  cosne  and  begin 
to  give  us  trouble,  or  even  forbid 
us  to  meet  again  in  that  place. 
So  we  just  change  places.  I  don’t 
know  how  many  tunes  we  have 
changed  our  place  of  meeting,  but 
this  one  thing  I  know:  someday, 
they  will  get  tired  and  give  up.

FOREIGN  MISSION  BOARD 
REPORTS  TO  THE  PEOPLE 

vThe  Southern  Baptist  Foreign 
Mrssion  Board,  «in  its  semi-annual 
fall  meeting  in  Richmond,  October 
12-13,  elected  Dr  Frank  K.  Means 
secretary  for  Latin  America; 
adopted  a  budget  of  $7,140,000  for 
1955,  the  largest  in  the  109  years') 
bistory  of  the  Board  and  an  in¬ 
crease  of  $670,000  over  the  budget 
for  1954;  appointed  15  young  people 
for  overseas  service;  set  the  en¬ 
largement  of  its  overseas  staff  to 
1,000  missionaries  as  a  goal  to  be 
reached  by  the  end  of  1955;  and 
appropriated  approximately  $130,- 
000  for  capital  needs  and  equipment 
on  its  foreign  field^. 

The  Tuesday  evening  session  of 
the  Board  meeting,  the  session 
when  new  missionaries  were  ap¬ 
pointed,  wax  held  in  the  auditorium 
of  the  First  Baptist  Churlih  and 
was  attended  by  a  large  nthjjber 
•f  Baptists  from  Richmond  si 
vicinity,  including  the  board  of 
missions  and  education  of  the  Bap¬ 
tist  General  Association  of  Virginia 
which  adjourned  its  sessions  to  be 
present.
